DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-3, 5-10 and 13-15 are currently pending in the instant application, 
appear allowable over the prior art of record and have been renumbered as claims 1 -12. 
Response to Amendment and Arguments 

Applicants' amendment and arguments filed 14 April 2008 have been fully 
considered and entered into the instant application. Applicants' amendment has 
overcome the objection to claim 1 3 for informalities. Applicants' amendment of claim 1 3 
and the cancellation of claim 17 along with applicants' arguments and the state of the 
art at the time of applicants' invention as seen in WO 200246171 has overcome the 35 
USC 1 12 1 st paragraph rejection. 

Reasons for Allowance 
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Art Unit: 1626 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. This invention 
relates to products of the formula (I), processes of preparation and methods of treating 
inflammatory disorders selected from asthma, rheumatoid arthritis, multiple sclerosis 
and chronic obstructive pulmonary disease. The novel and nonobvious aspect of this 
invention involves the products of the formula (I). The closest prior art of record fails to 
teach or suggest Applicants' instantly claimed formula (I). Additionally, as can be seen 
by WO 200246171 , NF- kB has a central role in inflammatory disease(page 1) and cell 
and animal experiments indicate that IKK-2 is a central regulator of the pro-inflammatory 
role of NF-kB and is activated in response to multiple inflammatory stimula and 
signaling pathways, page 3.
